Highway Patrol 
Report Is 
Released 


Dothan District week- 
end traffic round-up July 
31 thru Aug. 1& 2, from 
6:00 p.m, Friday through 
midnight Sunday, your Ala- 
bama Highway Patrol in- 
vestigated 153 rural traffic 
accidents. In these acci- 
dents 60 persons were in- 
jured and 11 were killed, 
The fatalities occured in 
the following counties: two 
each in Pickins and Cho- 
ctaw, and one each in Jeff- 
erson,Tallapoosa, Russell, 
Franklin, Coosa, Marengo, 
and Winston, These acci- 
dents bring the number of 
people killed in Alabama 
this year to 484 compared 
with 511 killed during the 
same period last year, This 
is a decrease of 27 fata- 
lities. The eight county 
Dothan District Troopers 
investigated 16 accidents 
with 5 injuries and no one 
was killed over the week- 
end, 

The traffic law violations 
causing these accidents 
were: speeding, reckless 
driving, wrong side of road, 
following too close, fail 
to yield right of way, de- 
fective equipment, animal 
in road, parked in road, 
fail to signal, and impro- 
per towing another vehicle, 

The Dothan District has 
29 fatalities so far this 
year as compared with 36 
at this same time last year,

Farmers Changed 


Secretary of Agriculture 
Clifford M, Hardin has an- 
nounced postponement of 
the national wheat referen- 
dum previously scheduled 
for July 27-31, according 
to Roy L, Ellis, Chairman 
of the Coffee Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conser- 
vation (ASC) Committee. 
The action was authorized 
by Congress, 

The postponement per- 
mits the USDA to delay 
holding the referendum not 
later than October 15,1970, 
or 30 days after Congress 
adjourns, whichever dateis 
earlier, 

Accordingly, the U. S, 
Department of Agricul- 
ture’s ASCS, which admin- 
isters the wheat, feed 
grain, and similar pro- 
grams, has instructed its 
state and county officers 
across the nation to with- 
hold ballots and other re- 
ferendum materials, Mr, 
Ellis said, 

The Chairman explained 
that basic farm legislation 
requires a referendum for 
wheat marketing quotas, 
However, the Agricultural 
Act of 1965 suspended this 
referendum requirement 
from 1965 through the 1970 
crop year, Unless new farm 
legislation, now pending, is 
enacted by the Congre3s, 
basic legislation will again 
go into effect, and a refer- 
endum willthen be required 
in 1970 for the 1971 crop 
year,

Air-Filled Bridge 
Developed for 
Army Mobility 


An inflatable bridge made of 
fabric and threads but strong 
enough to support a 20-ton 
tank has been developed to 
give the Army increased mo- 
bility. 

A 90-foot long, go-anywhere 
type bridge, it can be trans- 
ported on a single truck to the 
edge of rivers or canyons, in 
flated on-site and used as a 
crossover for entire convoys, 
according to Goodyear Aero- 
space Corporation, Akron, 
Ohio, its developer. 

Although the fabric could be 
punctured by enemy bullets, it 
would not be highly vulnerable 
because the low inflation pres- 
sures needed (15 pounds pei 
square inch) would reduce ait 
leakage to the level that could 
be continually resupplied by a 
portable compressor. 

The bridge, which would 
weigh 5,000 pounds, would be 
transported folded up on a 
standard 2%-ton Army truck. 
When it is needed, the on- 
board compressor would inflate 
the bridge, and a hook and 
boom, mounted on the 
truck, would raise the bridge 
off the ground.
